Iraq Vote 
Possible 
By 2005 

U.N. urges immediate steps 
to meet eleetion timetable 

UNITED NATIONS I Elections for a new Iraqi 
government would be possible by January 
2005 — but only if preparations begin imme- 
diately, the United Nations said in a report 
released Monday. 

In the report, Lakhdar Brahimi, the U.N. 
secretary-general’s envoy to Iraq, warned of 
increased violence and ethnic strife unless 
Iraq’s leaders and the U.S. -led coalition get 
Iraqis’ acceptance for a way forward. 

Brahimi’s report said 
there wasn’t enough 
time for national elec- 
tions by a June 30 dead- 
line. Iraqis led by cleric 
Grand Ayatollah Ali al- 
Husseini al-Sistani had 
wanted a direct vote as 
soon as possible. 

The report said that if preparations 
began immediately, Iraq would need until 
May 2004 to create the necessary legal and 
political framework for elections. It would 
then need another eight months to prepare 
for the elections on the ground. 

The report leaves open the question of 
how to turn over power to Iraqis by that 
date, however. 

The U.N. report now goes to Iraqi authori- 
ties and the Coalition Provisional Authority

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Prison Health Care Criticized 


Federal officials must 
closely monitor costs, 
diseases, report says 

WASHINGTON | The U.S. Marshals 
Service does a poor job of providing 
medical services to thousands of fed- 
eral prisoners and doesn’t adequately 
track those with contagious diseases 
such as tuberculosis, according to a 
Justice Department audit. 

In addition, the marshals signifi- 
cantly overpay for outside medical 
care, according to the report 
Monday by Inspector General 
Glenn A. Fine. 


The Marshals Service has custo- 
dy of about 40,000 prisoners await- 
ing trial on federal charges, some- 
times for days, weeks or even years. 
That number represents an increase 
of 53 percent compared with five 
years ago, agency chief Benigno 
Reyna said in a letter to Fine. 

Reyna agreed that prisoner 
health care should be better but 
said “increases in workload make 
this problematic” unless Congress 
approves requested staff increases. 
He added that the marshals have 
implemented programs that have 
saved more than $109 million over 
the last nine years. 


Federal prisoners are provid- 
ed health care at a local jail, fed- 
eral prison or detention center, 
or at an outside medical facility 
for more serious illnesses. In fis- 
cal year 2002, the marshals spent 
about $43 million for outside 
medical care. 

The audit found that because the 
marshals do not always obtain the 
lowest rates allowed under federal 
law, the agency is spending about $7 
million more than necessary. 

Tracking of communicable dis- 
eases among prisoners also needs 
to be improved, the audit said.

3 Bodies Found in Miss. River Ship Crash 


NEW ORLEANS | The bodies of three 
crew members missing after their 
cargo ship sank in the Mississippi 
River were found Monday, as rescu- 
ers worked to remove the wreckage 
that has blocked the main channel 
since Saturday’s accident.

Alleged Sex 
Abuse Victim 
Found Dead 

BOSTO N I Patrick McSorley, who said 
he had been molested by defrocked 
priest John Geoghan and was one of 
the most outspoken Boston clergy 
sex abuse victims, was found dead 
early Monday, his lawyer said. 

The cause of the death was not 
immediately announced. McSorley, 
29, nearly drowned in a river last year 
but denied he had attempted suicide. 

Attorney Mitchell Garabedian 
would not comment on the 
cause of death, saying all mem- 
bers of McSorley ’s family hadn’t 
been notified. He said McSorley 
was found in a friend’s apart- 
ment in Boston’s North End. 

McSorley had been one of the 
most vocal critics of the Boston 
Archdiocese since the sex abuse 
scandal first broke two years ago. 

McSorley’s lawsuit in the 
Geoghan case was among the first 
of hundreds eventually filed. The 
church settled with 86 plaintiffs, 
including McSorley, for $10 million 
in 2002. Geoghan was slain in pris-

U.S. Marines Arrive in Haiti 


Troops tasked with protecting embassy in capital 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I Fifty U.S. 
Marines streamed into the capital 
Monday to protect the U.S. Embassy 
and its staff, while government loy- 
alists set flaming barricades to block 
the road from rebels threatening to 
move on Port-au-Prince. 

Rebel leader Guy Philippe said 
Monday that he hopes to take the 
capital by Sunday. 

Meanwhile, the United States 
made last-ditch efforts at finding 
a political solution. As an opposi- 
tion coalition was on the brink of 
rejecting a U.S. -backed peace plan 
on the grounds that it did not call for 
President Jean-Bertrand Aristide 


to step down. Secretary of State 
Colin Powell phoned opposition 
politicians and asked them to 
delay responding formally to the 
plan for 24 hours. 

Diplomatic 
sources said the 
United States was 
searching for a 
former army offi- 
cer with the moral 
authority to shep- 
herd Haiti through 
Aristide’s departure and into a tran- 
sitional government. 

The rebels seized Haiti’s second- 
largest city, Cap-Haitien, with little 


resistance Sunday. More than half 
of Haiti is now beyond the control 
of the central government. 

The takeover of Cap-Haitien by 
only 200 fighters was the most sig- 
nificant victory since the uprising 
began on Feb. 5. The city is just 90 
miles north of the capital, but is a 
grueling seven-hour drive over pot- 
holed roads. 

On Monday, Cap-Haitien resi- 
dents went on a rampage of repri- 
sals and looting, stealing 800 tons 
of food from the U.N. World Food 
Program warehouse, according 
to agency spokeswoman Andrea 
Bagnoli. Aid groups have warned 
a humanitarian catastrophe is 
brewing, michael norton (ap)

Kills 7 Iraqi 
Policemen 

Dozens more injured 
in attaek coinciding 
with Rumsfeld visit 

KIRKUK, IRAQ I A suicide bomber 
exploded a white Oldsmobile out- 
side a police station in this northern 
city Monday, killing at least seven 
policemen and wounding as many 
as 52 other people. 

The bombing occurred as 
Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld visited Baghdad to check 
on the state of readiness of Iraq’s 
security forces, which have born the 
brunt of the suicide strikes. 

The bomber detonated his 1990 
car as police were changing shifts at 
Rahimawa station, according to the 
station’s chief. Col. Adel Ibrahim. 
U.S. command in Baghdad said 
Iraqi police fired on the car but 
were unable to stop it. 

More than 300 people — mostly 
Iraqis — have been killed in suicide 
bombings against Iraqi security forc- 
es this year. Just this month, suicide 
bombers have struck Kurdish politi- 
cal offices in Irbil, a police station 
in Iskandariyah, an army recruiting 
station in Baghdad and a Polish-run 
military base in Hillah. (ap)

VATICAN CITY I The Vatican issued 
a report Monday by non- Catholic 
sex abuse experts who criticized the 
policy adopted by U.S. bishops of 
removing abusive priests from the 
ministry, saying it was overly harsh 
and would not protect the young. 

The 220 -page report by the 
Vatican’s Pontifical Academy for 
Life is a compendium of scientific 
papers and discussions presented 
by the experts during a Vatican con- 
ference last April. 


Most of the experts agreed that 
a zero -tolerance policy can actually 
increase the chances that offend- 
ers might strike again because it 
removes them from supervision and 
the only jobs they have known for 
decades. 

The report will be used by the 
Vatican as a “scientific base for 
information” for developing guide- 
lines, the Rev. Giro Benedettini, the 
deputy Vatican spokesman, told 
reporters Monday, (ap) 
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“[He] will have to compulsorily field 
two attackers. ... This is not advice, 
but an order.”

Japan: North Korea 
May Give Up Nukes 


On eve of nuclear talks 
in Beijing, U.S. signals 
flexibility in demands 

BEIJING I Japan said Monday that 
North Korea has expressed “readi- 
ness” to abolish its nuclear program 
and the United States hinted at new 
flexibility as well, as diplomats 
streamed into the Chinese capital 
for a six-nation meeting. 

Lee Soo-hyuck, a top South 
Korean negotiator, said the United 
States was considering a proposal by 
Seoul to encourage North Korea to 
freeze its nuclear weapons program. 

In December, North Korea pro- 
posed freezing its nuclear activities 
in return for economic aid and other 


concessions from the United States. 
Washington demanded that North 
Korea start dismantling its pro- 
grams first, however. There was 
no immediate comment from the 
United States on Monday. 

Meanwhile, Japanese Vice 
Foreign Minister Ichiro Aisawa, 
speaking to reporters in Beijing 
after meeting with Chinese Vice 
Foreign Minister Wang Yi, said 
North Korea had expressed to 
Wang its “readiness” to abolish its 
nuclear program. 

The new developments came in 
a flurry of diplomacy ahead of the 
first six-party talks on Pyongyang’s 
nuclear program since August. The 
new talks convene Wednesday in 
Beijing, ted anthony (ap)

Palestinians Plead Case 


Top U.N. court to issue 
opinion on legality 
of West Bank barrier 

THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS I Pales- 
tinians presented an impassioned 
case to the world court Monday 
against the Israeli separation bar- 
rier in the West Bank, while Israel 
appealed to world opinion to ignore 
the proceedings it called unfair. 

The International Court of Just- 
ice began three days of hearings 
on the barrier, bringing Israel’s occu- 
pation policies before an interna- 
tional tribunal for the first time. 


The opening session came a day 
after a Palestinian bomber killed 
eight Israelis and wounded dozens 
on a Jerusalem bus. Israel said the 
attack showed the need for the bar- 
rier, designed to impede terrorism. 
But the Palestinians argued the 
structure only fuels the resentment 
that inspires suicide bombers. 

The U.N. General Assembly 
asked the court last December to 
give a nonbinding advisory opin- 
ion on the barrier. Though the 
court cannot demand action, the 
Palestinians hoped for a clear-cut 
judgment that would build pressure 
on Israel to dismantle the barrier, (ap)

Rappahannock Opens Up 


Demolition of Embrey Dam begins with blasts 


FREDERICKSBURG, VA. I Thousands 
of spectators crowded the banks of 
the Rappahannock River Monday 
to watch Army divers twice set off 
plastic explosives under the his- 
toric Embrey Dam, which will be 
destroyed to free the river and allow 
migratory fish upstream. 

Around noon, U.S. Sen. John 


W. Warner, R-Va., who secured full 
federal funding for the $10 million 
demolition project, signaled divers to 
trigger 600 pounds of explosives. 

As a portion of the 94 -year- old 
city dam exploded, a loud crack- 
ing noise was followed by a burst 
of smoke and water. But officials 
estimated that only 10 percent of 


the explosives actually ignited. 

The second blast, about 90 min- 
utes later, shook the city, spewed 
debris and sent a wave downriver. 

Plans call for the Embrey Dam 
to be dismantled and removed by 
February 2006. 

Embrey ’s demise will open up 
hundreds of miles of main stem and 
tributary waters to migratory fish 
for the first time since 1854. (ap)

Witness Backs 
Stewart’s Story 


Business aide testifies 
stockbroker discussed 
when to sell ImClone 

NEW YORK I Weeks before Martha 
Stewart sold her ImClone Systems 
stock, her stockbroker mentioned his 
desire to get rid of her shares before 
they fell to $60, a Stewart business 
manager testified Monday. 

The testimony by Heidi DeLuca 
undercuts the government’s charge 
that Stewart and the broker 
dreamed up the $60 price floor 
later, as a cover story. 

DeLuca, testifying for the 
defense, said that stockbroker Peter 
Bacanovic told her on Nov. 8, 2001, 
that he could “set a floor price of 
$60 or $61” for Stewart’s ImClone 
shares. Stewart sold all 3,928 of her 


shares on Dec. 27, 2001. 

The government contends that 
Stewart sold her ImClone stock 
after Bacanovic tipped her that 
ImClone founder Sam Waksal was 
frantically trying to unload his hold- 
ings. Waksal had advance word of 
a negative government report that 
later sent the stock plummeting. 

Also Monday, U.S. District Judge 
Miriam Goldman Cedarbaum put 
off a ruling on whether to throw out 
any charges in the case. 

And, in the courtroom, Stewart 
got support from entertainer Bill 
Cosby, who sat directly behind 
her. Asked by reporters why he 
showed up, Cosby said: “I’m here

Witness Says Williams 
Concocted Suicide Story 


SOMERVILLE, N.J. | As a wounded 
limousine driver lay gasping for air, 
former NBA star Jayson Williams 
wiped off a shotgun he had been 
holding and placed it in the victim’s 
hand, then instructed those pres- 
ent to tell police it was a suicide, a 
witness testified Monday. 

“He killed himself We all gotta 
say he killed himself,” said Dean 
Bumbaco, quoting Williams. 

Asked if he knew that state- 
ment was untrue, Bumbaco replied, 
“Absolutely.” 

As a wounded Costas Christofi 
gasped, Williams picked up the gun, 
wiped it with a towel, put it down 
and then told another guest to wipe 
it again, Bumbaco said in testimony 
at Williams’s manslaughter trial. 

On cross-examination, defense 
lawyer Billy Martin tried to expose

Bumbaco has given. 

Bumbaco admitted lying when 
giving a statement just hours after 
the shooting.

Poles: they aren’t just 
for vaulting anymore 

F I T N E S S I Once reserved for the pri- 
vacy of a men’s club, pole dancing 
is turning up in unexpected plac- 
es. Health clubs and dance studios 
offering the slow grind are attract- 
ing women who might have other- 
wise settled for a step class. 

“You let your hair down, and it’s 
that girl’s club, slumber party feel,” 
said Teri Jaworksi, who works out 
at the S Factor, an all -women stu- 
dio in Los Angeles. 

It counts as exercise because 
it leaves you extremely winded, 
she said. 

Crunch, an urban-oriented 
subsidiary of Bally Total Fitness 
with about 30 clubs nationwide, 
offers strip classes, with or with- 
out poles. 

Businessman Randy Blacker, 
of San Jose, Calif., has patent- 
ed detachable poles that can be 
installed in homes and stored dis- 
creetly out of sight when not in use. 
His company. Pacific International 
Marketing and Promotion, has been 
selling them for two years, including 
via mail order, to just about every 
state, he said. 

Strip aerobics routines are avail- 
able on videos as well as in the gym, 
and Blacker said the poles can be 
part of a good workout. “You are 
doing regular aerobics mixed with 
the pole,” he said. “The unique thing 
is, it’s a sexy workout.” 

At Crunch, the dancers are gen- 
erally women. The class, held once a 
week at a Crunch club that opened 
this month, accepts men, but few 
have tried it, said David Doyle, who 
leads a cardio aerobics class at a 
Crunch Fitness club in Chicago. 

Crunch offers cardio strip in all 
its markets and class sizes vary from 
20 to 40. The Chicago class usually 
has about 30 participants. 

Despite the name, the class 
doesn’t encourage nudity. Those 
who feel the urge to remove some-

thing usually wear something extra 
so they can strip down to a halter 
top, Doyle said. 

Similarly, with pole dancing — 
some do, some don’t. For those who 
embrace the pole, “it becomes the 
dance partner. A lot of movement is 
around that pole,” Doyle said. 

At the S Factor, the pole and the 
strip serve different purposes. 

“We do a little aerobics, but 
it’s more like a sensual yoga,” said 
actress Sheila Kelley, who created 
what she calls the S Factor workout. 
Her classes are for women only. 

Kelley learned about strip and 
pole exercise for a film role. She 
returned to pole dancing to lose 
the 50 pounds she gained after 
the birth of her second child. 

The exercise turned into a busi- 
ness. Kelley now has a 2,800 -foot 
studio with three poles and eight 
instructors, a video (no pole work) 
and a book (lots and lots of pole 
work). 

The class is as much about being 
female as about being fit. 

“Most of the times, we just want 
to move our body into its own 
shape,” Kelley said. “It feels good 
to do that. The stripping is total- 
ly optional, and that’s the playful

A new D.C. museum

WASHINGTON I Touch a globe and 
feel climate warming. Search the 
human genome for sequences of 
DNA.

A compact new museum under 
construction downtown will offer 
those opportunities and more to 
visitors starting this spring.

The permanent exhibit will 
examine how scientists learn the 
rules that govern the structure 


and behavior of everything from 
atoms to plants to planets; analyze 
the place of matter and energy in 
the universe; and offer a look at the 
earth via satellite imagery. 

For example, the climate change 
exhibit will allow visitors to actually 
feel global warming. Bowman said. 


According to Bowman, the exhib- 
it will feature a copper globe with 
a Plexiglas atmosphere, thicker in 
some areas, thinner in others. Lights 
will mimic the sun and visitors will 
be able to reach through holes in the 
Plexiglas to see how some areas are 
warmed more than others. 


Museum-goers will be able to 
use their tickets to activate some 
exhibits, such as a videogame -like 
display that allows them to exam- 
ine various trade-offs in counter- 
ing global warming. 

They can choose among such 
alternatives as protecting wet- 
lands; raising or limiting quality 
of life; and increasing or decreas- 
ing energy use. 

“It puts the visitor in touch 
with authentic data,” Schultz said. 
“We also expect climate scientists 
to come in and look at it. No one 
has ever done this kind of anima- 
tion before.” 

In the DNA section, which has a 
floor-to- ceiling screen detailing the 
human DNA sequence, visitors will 
observe how 10,000 years of selec- 
tive breeding has changed crops; 
learn how DNA led scientists to 
identify Severe Acute Respiratory 
Syndrome; and see how the FBI 
uses DNA to help solve crimes. 

The museum is named for 
Marian Elliott Koshland, a long- 
time academy member known for 
her research in immunology and 
molecular biology. 

Located at 6th and E streets 
NW in Washington, the muse- 
um is scheduled to open in April. 
Tickets will cost $5 for adults, $3 
for seniors and students under 
18. It is expected to be open daily 
except Tuesdays and some holidays.

Beyond the Joystick 


TECHNOLOGY I There’s not much 
use for a keyboard or joystick in 
the video game “The Journey to 
Wild Divine: The Passage.” All 
the action is controlled, literally, 
through your fingertips. 

You can dump the game pad 
with Sony Corp.’s EyeToy, too. You’ll 
succeed only by prancing around in 
front of a video camera. 

Increasingly, game makers and 
researchers are offering alternatives 
to the joystick with products that lis- 
ten to your voice, watch your move- 
ment and even monitor your pulse. 

The hope is that these devices, 
which tout everything from better 
health to inner peace, will lure peo- 
ple who wouldn’t ordinarily consider 
video games. 


“What we’re seeing is graphics 
have gotten better and better in 
games, but the input hasn’t really 
improved,” EyeToy inventor Richard 
Marks said. 

Video -game makers have long 
attempted an alternative spin. 

During the 1980s, target prac- 
tice games like Nintendo’s “Duck 
Hunt” included the “Zapper Light 
Gun,” which had to be aimed at 
just the right part of the television 
screen to blast away ducks and clay 
pigeons. 

Later, the Japanese game “Dance 
Dance Revolution” had breathless 
dancers spinning, jumping and 
tapping their feet on a plastic 
dance mat. 

But for the most part, these alter- 


native input devices were just heav- 
ily modified keyboards, joysticks or 
mice, said Kurt Smith, one of the 
creators of “Wild Divine.” 

“Wild Divine” and a few others 
are fundamentally different. There 
are no keyboards to press or mouse 
buttons to click. 

With “Wild Divine,” players 
attach three plastic biofeedback clips 
called Magic Rings to a small device 
that plugs into the computer. 

The $160 game, attachments 
included, monitors a player’s heart 
rate and perspiration. Users who 
enter the game’s decidedly New Age 
setting must accomplish a series of 
tasks, such as juggling balls, by try- 
ing to relax and thereby lowering 
their heart rate. Tense up and the

balls will drop. 

Mastering the game means 
learning how to control your 
breathing and to cycle between 
emotional states of excitement 


and relaxation. 

In the upcoming “Lifeline” from 
Konami of America Inc., players 
shout commands into a micro- 
phone to direct their on-screen 
persona. Creators say the game 
will respond to a lexicon of 5,000 
words and about 100,000 phrases 
like “dodge and reload.” 

Sony’s $50 EyeToy camera, first 
released last year in Europe, records 
a player’s movement and translates 
it into action on screen. 

Most EyeToy games are simple 
diversions that last only a few min- 
utes, such as “Keep Ups,” where 
you have to keep moving around 
carefully to bobble a soccer ball on 
your head. 

Ultimately, these gaming devices 
have potential applications beyond 
entertainment.

The Role of a Lifetime 


Jim Caviezel needed 
all his faith to play the 
year’s toughest part 

PERSONALITY I All Jim Caviezel 
wanted to do was a comedy, but 
fate would have it a different way. 

More than a decade after his 
debut in a Seattle dinner theater 
performance of Neil Simon’s “Come 
Blow Your Horn,” the 35 -year- old 
actor is playing one of the most dra- 
matic characters an actor could ask 
for: Jesus Christ. 

Caviezel was director Mel 
Gibson’s first choice to play the 
role of Jesus in “The Passion of the 
Christ,” which focuses on the last 12 
hours in Jesus’ life and explores in 
graphic detail his torture and cru- 
cifixion. The film will be released 
Feb. 25, Ash Wednesday. 

In the film, Caviezel speaks little, 
and when he does it is soft-spoken 
Aramaic or Latin. His Jesus could 
be a character in a silent film, evok- 
ing emotion mainly through his eyes 
amid haunting landscapes that feel 
more painterly than cinematic. 

It was perhaps a role Caviezel, a 
devout Catholic, was meant to play. 
He certainly tested himelf through- 
out the filming, enduring a brutal 
Italian winter, a lightning strike, 
separated shoulder, pneumonia 
and a lung infection.

“The only way I could get there 
was through prayer,” he said. “It 
was painful.” 

But perhaps the most painful 
experience was hearing charges 
that “The Passion of the Christ” was 
anti-Semitic or had the potential to 
fuel anti-Semitic attacks. For cen- 
turies, the Passion plays were used 
to fuel charges of deicide against the 
Jews and subsequent anti-Semitic 
attacks. And Caviezel says he wanted 
no part in that. 

“When we first got together to 
talk about it, I was concerned about 
what we were going to do with it,” 
he says. 

When Caviezel was called two 
years ago by Steve McEveety, 
Gibson’s producer, it was initially 
to talk about the lead in a surfing 
movie. 

Over lunch at a Malibu burger 
joint, Gibson’s attention quickly 
turned from the surfing movie to the 
Jesus movie. But they did not click 
instantly. Caviezel felt intimidated by 
the way Gibson kept staring at him. 
Finally, Caviezel said, “You want me 
to play Jesus, don’t you?” 

Gibson and McEveety hud- 
dled, and McEveety confessed 
he thought Caviezel was “weird.” 
But they agreed he was right for 
the part. Said Gibson, “He was 
my first choice.” lorenza munoz (los

Meet Miss Anthropic 


MUSIC I Whether she means to or 
not, Nellie McKay comes across as 
a photo negative of Norah Jones on 
“Get Away From Me,” McKay’s dou- 
ble-CD debut. 

Both women play piano -based 
songs that draw on a variety of influ- 
ences. But where Jones is earnest 
and subtle, McKay is sarcastic and 
theatrical. Jones soothes; McKay 
riles. Jones’s debut was called 
“Come Away With Me,” while 
McKay espouses a more misan- 
thropic sentiment. 

McKay, 19, is more eclectic, too, 
and “Get Away From Me” veers from 
jazz-standard piano ballads to blax- 


ploitation funk to lush synth- driven 
disco, all of which she wrote. Her 
lyrics are clever (sometimes too 
clever) and pointed, and it takes 
her only 20 seconds to undermine 
the idea of pop -culture success. 
“Look at you you’re young/Havin’ 
so much fun/ Gonna be a star/Blah 
blah blah,” she sings on “David” to 
open the album. 

It’s the first subversive moment 
on the record, but hardly the last. 
McKay shows an affinity for mock- 
ing relationships. She leavens the 
lovey-dovey lyrics of “Won’t U Please 
B Nice” with dark threats of what 
will happen if you aren’t, and she

takes a few deadpan pokes at the 
traditional family structure on “I 
Wanna Get Married” — “That’s why 
I was born,” she sings over sleepy 
jazz changes. 

McKay’s voice is versatile enough 
to serve all of these styles. She 
croons with feeling on “Manhattan 
Avenue,” coos on “Clonie” and takes 
a more strident tone on “Change the 
World.” She even raps with consid- 
erable skill on “Sari.” 

The double album is only about 
an hour long, but 18 songs are a lot 
to wade through. Paring this record- 
ing would only have strengthened 
an already strong debut, eric r. danton

BOOKS I Although his songs are 
known for their contemplative 
sensuality, it was a simple strate- 
gic decision that set Sting on a path 
to musical fame. 

As a young man in northern 
England, Sting burned with a 
desire to be a famous musician, a 
passion that took him from band to 
band, and also propels his memoir, 
“Broken Music” (Dial Press). 

Rather than take up the guitar, 
the teenage Sting decided to focus 
on the less “flashy” bass. 

“I would suppress my desire to 
shine spectacularly in favor of dig- 
ging deep and marking time in what 
I somehow knew would be a long 
campaign,” he writes. 

Now 52, Sting examines the first 
half of his life — his childhood, ado- 
lescent fascination with music and 
steady rise to fame into the late 
1970s, when he joined with Stewart 
Copeland and Andy Summers to 
form the Police. Sting mixes ten- 
derness, sadness and humor in his 
narration, indulging readers with 
the same style of thoughtful writing 
that characterizes his lyrics. 

Born Gordon Sumner in 
Wallsend, he grew up listening to the 
music of Thelonius Monk, and later 
snuck off to concerts after school. 
One night, he saw the Jimi Hendrix 
Experience play, an event memorable 
not only for its musical inspiration 
but because it was the first time he 
had seen a black man. 



At 21, he played in bingo halls 
with a New Orleans-style jazz band 
where ablack-and-yellow sweater 
earned Sting his nickname. He 
attended school and taught part- 
time before pursuing music with 
his rock band Last Exit. 

As Sting tells it, he seems to 
always know that success is ahead 
but is unsure when it will hit or how; 
still, his perpetual optimsim helps 
keep him afloat. 

Fans will relish the memoir’s 
insights into Sting’s musical career, 
but even readers unfamiliar with his 
music will find that his tenacity and 
ambition make for a compel- 
ling tale, emily fredrix (ap)

At Long Last, ‘Smile 


COMEBACKS I In 1967, Beach Boys 
songwriter Brian Wilson shelved 
“Smile,” an ambitious concept 
album intended as the group’s mas- 
terpiece. Thirty- seven years later, 
“Smile” received its live premiere in 
London — and most critics agreed 
it was worth the wait. 

Wilson, 6l and performing 
again after years as a near recluse, 
received afive-minute standing ova- 


tion at the end of Friday’s show at 
London’s Royal Festival Hall. The 
Guardian newspaper hailed the 
work’s “groundbreaking complex- 
ity and sophistication,” while The 
Daily Telegraph called it “a glori- 
ous, tangled symphony of celebra- 
tion and sadness.” 

“Smile” was intended as a follow- 
up to The Beach Boys’ groundbreak- 
ing 1966 album “Pet Sounds,” and 


its lush orchestration took advan- 
tage of advances in recording tech- 
nology. 

The perfectionist Wilson worked 
for months to build the album’s 
multilayered sound, but shelved it 
shortly before its scheduled release, 
explaining that the songs were “not 
commercial.” Over the years, “Smile” 
gained a reputation among fans as 
the band’s lost masterpiece. 

It may not deserve that status. 
Times of London critic Stephen 
Dalton wrote Saturday, but he 
nonetheless hailed “the grace and

wisdom” Wilson displayed. 

“Smile,” he said, was “a 40 -min- 
ute crazy-paving collage of song 
fragments and Looney Tunes jin- 
gles, all bookended by the lush glory 
of ‘Heroes and Villains’ and the rap- 
turous warble of ‘Good Vibrations’ 
... It was clearly adventurous for its 
era but it is not difficult to see why 
Wilson’s label and fellow Beach Boys 
balked at releasing it.” 

Wilson is due to play five more 
London concerts, followed by sev- 
eral dates around Britain and con-

New Metro Board Chairman ROBERT J. 
SMITH, who represents Montgomery 
County, Md., was online Monday to 
discuss the transit system. 


Why in the world would you be 
standing in the way of extending 
Metrorail to Dulles? 

Thus far, we have not stood in 
the way of the project. We voted to 
proceed with the public hearings. 
We have expressed concerns over 
the fairness of the rail funding for- 
mula as it is attributed to the juris- 
dictions. We hope to have all three 
jurisdictions come to an agreement 
on a new formula that reflects the 
addition of new modes, greater dis- 
tances and new jurisdictions which 
currently do not pay at all. 

I also believe that we need to 
make the maintenance of the exist- 
ing 103 -mile system the highest pri- 
ority above all expansion. 

I recently discovered the L’Enfant 
Plaza express bus to Dulles and it is 
amazingly cheap when compared to 
Washington Flyer, airport parking or 
taxis. Fix the existing system first, 
we can all find our way to Dulles. 

I think you make the point 
very succinctly. Our bus system is 
greatly underutilized. Only about 
35 percent of its cost is recovered 
from fares. People really need to 
explore and discover the benefits 
of the bus system and, in particu- 
lar, its ability to transport them to 
the rail system. 

Are you really going to force us to 
listen to ads on the trains? It is one 
of the worst ideas I have ever heard. 

The board has obviously heard 
the concerns of many riders on this 
issue as we will hear public com- 
ment on the issue in March. I hope 
you will attend the hearings. I have 
not found any of the proposals to be 
offensive to the extent some have 
made them out to be. The bottom 
line exists such that if the revenue 
is not obtained from advertising, it 
will have to come from fares.
